Indianapolis, Ind., July 16.- -Al- 


though hundreds of consumers in In- 
diana are laying in thjwr supply of 
coal for next winter,-.prospects at 
the present time are $hat .the coal 
situation- in Indiana nejtt-winter, will 
be more chaotic than lost, according 
to views obtained from,imen in touch 
•with the situation todjiy. 


Evans Woolen,, statejfuel adminis- 


trator, stated, that the jeoal. situation 
is most' unpromising in Indiana and 
that only the very hardest -work will 
prevent a serious shortage next win- 
ter. 


Mines in the state, because 
,af 


lack of men and lack of cars to 
transprt the coal after mined, have 
been operating only about .half time 
since -March. 


Ujn many cases those consumers 


who have ordered their winter sup- 
ply ,of coal, have not procured it 
yet. 


The municipal coal pile, tried out 


in'Terre. Haute, 'Evansville and Mun- 
cie last year, may help the situation 
this winter if it grows extremely ser- 
ious. 


'Mayor Bunch of Muneie is plann- 


ing 'to run;.his municipal pile again 
next winter and has several hundred 
tons on hand. 


The: general idea of the coal pile 


run by cities, however, was to give 
consumers 
coal at a 
reasonable 


price. It is agreed that if the regu- 
lar dealers are unable to obtain coal, 
it will also be .probable 
that the 


municipalities will be unable to pro- 
cure the product. 


Some definite ruling on the ques- 


tion of seizing coal enroute to some 
other city is expected shortly. Many 
cities suffered 
unduly last winter 


when coal destined for that city, was 
seized^by, municipal officers while 
enrpute,,and.never reached its des-!
